* Central Bank of, China.ndtes have 
fluctuated considernbly during the 
past’ few days in reaction to the 
present state ‘of affairs in China. 
Until Jast Wednesday they had been 
quoted at between 75 to 78, per cent, 
of their “tace value. But following 
the © antiJaparese demonstration 
and parade on Tuesday they sid- 
denly slumped to 69 or 70 per cent. 
According to the bankers-in Sap 
Sam Hong, the ‘' Wall Street”? of 
Canton, the sudden fall was due 
to a popular approhensich of some 
far’ reaching outeome of the demon- 
stration. This unfounded fear, was 
especially prevalent. among the 
small merchants and ‘the ' middle 
classes, ‘who rushed their bank. 
notes to tho money.changers and 
the market was soon floaded, reault- 
ing in a slump of ‘the, value of the 
notes, | 

But since yesterday the banknotes 
have partly recovered and are now 
-quoted at 73 cents to the dollar. 
Today’s quotation is between -74 
and 75 ‘cents to the dollar. They 
{are expected to regain their pre- 
vious value within a day or two. 4 

This rapid recovery has been duc 


arisen in Cantan in connection ‘with 
the’ gublic demonstration against the 
Japanese Government and also that 


‘las soon, as the banknotes fell in 


valuc many shrewd speculators , took 
advantage of the situation to’ buy 
up a huge amount, thus agsifi in- 
creasing the demand. 

‘It has been the policy of the Pro. 
vincial Administration to bring the 
depreciated notes up'tdé face vaine 
by conatantly diminishing the 
amount in - circulation.” The -latest 
figures show that 26,560,000 of notes 
have already been’ withdrawn and 
stored in the-vaulis of the Central 
Bank of. ‘China. According to 
Canton ‘finance experts tho present 


amount “of notes.jn circulation is 
still over: sisea aie Of this about 


$4,000,000 is in Canton while the 
rest is . distributed throughout 
Kwangt Lines “The present rate of 
‘withdrawal from circulation is about 
$48,000 per day. 
Government is anticipating that 
this method of withdrawal, coupled 

the acceptance by the Govern- 
ment of 8 per cent silver. coins 
and 20 per cent. banknotes in pay- 
ment of taxes and revenues, will 
see the notes at their face value 
within two or three. months.’ 

-The notes of the Municipal Bank 
have been freely’ circulating ‘in 
Canton ‘at par value and people 
seem to place full. confidence on 
them. They fre issued in. de- 
Hominations of $5, $10, $20, 40, 
.and 8100 and are ‘accepted by" th 
Municipal Government as - egal: 
tender. In fact all the municipal 
taxes have. to be paid to the Cor- 
poration Treasury in Municipa) Bank- 
notes.
